Final Phase SS 
Of Battle For 
Budapest 


HE Budapest Correspondent of 
the Turkish News Agency said 
in a despatch, quoted by Ankara 
radio, last night that the battle for 
the Hungarian capital is entering 
upon its final phase. 

The German Overseas News 
Agency Correspondent, in a despatch 
from Budapest, stated that “con- 
veyances — refugees through 
the streets of Budapest have created 
a formidable traffic jam.” 

Marshal Malinovsky intensified 
his pressure on the Hungarian 
capital yesterday. 

Spearheaded by Red Air Force 
planes, launching a dawn-to-dusk 
hombardment of German com- 
munications FYadiating from Buda- 
pest, the Russian forces are slowly 
ringing the capital from the north- 
east and south, Reuter cables. 

In East Prussia, where the 
Germans have been heavily counter- 
attacking for some days, Berlin 


' yeyerday announced the recapture 


of the town of Goldap, 20 miles 
south-east of Gumbinnen. 

Last night’s Soviet communiqué, 
of only a few words, stated that 
there were no changes on the 
fronts. 

A Stockholm announcement, re- 
laved by Associated Press, said that 
Russian light naval units arrived 
yesterday at Mariehamn, capital of 
the Aaland Islands.

Found Guilty 


After a trial that lasted nine days, 
a jury in the Dublin Circuit

Said that such unpleasant facts as 
the Pearl Harbour incident and the 
loss of the Philippines and other 
islands in the Pacific, and the loss 
of Hong-Kong and Singapore, 
cannot be treated as mere coinci- 
dence. “Japan, as an aggressor 
nation, was better prepared for war 
than Great Britain and the U.S.A., 
who were pursuing a policy of 
peace,” the Marshal stated. “It 
cannot be doubted, therefore, that 
one day the peace-loving nations 
may once again find themselves 
caught unprepared by aggression 
unless they elaborate now special 
measures to prevent aggression.” 
The Soviet condemned Japan 
alongside Germany as “ preparing 
for war over a song period and 
accumulating power for that pur-

Marshal Stalin reviewed at length 
the series of Soviet offensives 
“which drove the Germans from 
Soviet soil until, with Finland's 
downfall and the liberation of 
Latvia and Estonia, more than 30 
German divisions were cut off from 
Prussia and squeezed by our pincers 
in the Baltic area, where they are 
now béing finished off.” 

In the south, he said, the way was 
opened for Soviet troops to 

ungary, Germany’s last nity, and 
to Europe. | 
_ During this year, Stalin announced, 
up to 120 divisions of Germans and 
their allies were defeated and put 
out of ‘action. “Instead of 257 
divisions which we faced on our 
front last year, of which 207 
divisions were German, we have 
facing us now, after all the total and 
super-total mobilisations, only 204 
German and Hungarian divisions. 
Of these not more than 180 are 
German divisions.” 


SINGLE-HANDED 


“In previous years,” Marshal 
Stalin said, “the Red Army was 
compelled to fight defensive battles. 

"“ 1ne tourth year of the war nas 
proved to be a year of decision tor 
the Soviet armies and the armies 
of our allies over the German 
troops, . 

“When the Germans were 
forced this time to fight a war on 
two fronts, they found them- 
selves thrown back to the 
frontiers of Germany. During the 
past year the Germans were 
chased from the Soviet Union, 
from France, Belgium and Centrai 
Italy, and military operations 
have been transferred to German 
territory. * ; 

Germany: now-. finds. herself 

the brink of inevitable: catastrophe. 
This is because Germany’s principal 
enemy, the Soviet Union, out- 
stripped Hitlerite Germany. 

“The new factor in the war 
against Hitlerite Germany during 
the past year was that the Red. Army 
was no longer fighting alone, as 
before, but was fighting jointly with 
the forces of our allies. 

“The Teheran Conference was 
not held for nothing. The decision 
to deal Germany joint blows from 
the west, the south and the east was 
implemented with amazing precision. 
Simultaneously with the major 
operations of the Red Army on the 
Soviet-German front, Allied forces 
began the invasion of France and 
organised a powerful outflanking 
operation, which forced Hitlerite 
Germany to fight on two fronts. 

“Our Allies out mass 
landings, which, in their scope 
and organising ability, have no 
precedent in history. and so 
easily overcame the German de- 
fences. Thus Germany found 
herself squeezed in between the 
pincers of two fronts. 

“There can be no doubt that, 
but for the launching of the second 
front in Europe, which engaged up 
to 75 German divisions, our armies 
would not have been able to over- 
come German resistance in such a 
short time, and to expel them from 
the Soviet Union. But it is equally 
beyond doubt that, without the 
powerful offensive operations of the 
Red Army this summer, the forces of 
our allies would have been unable 
to deal with the German forces as 
swiftly as they did and liberate 
France and Belgium. 

“Our main aim is henceforth to 
hold Germany in a vice, never re- 
laxing our grip. Therein is the key 
to victory.’ 


SUPPORT OF PEOPLE 


The Marshal then stated that the 
Red Army was able to achieve its 

eat object because it enjoyed the 
onstant, unfaltering support of the 
ountry. 

“The Soviet Union does not 
drive asunder the peoples of our 
country, it welds them closer 
together; at the same time, the 
people of the Soviet Union respect 
the rights and independence of 
people living beyond our borders, 
and have always shown their 
readiness to live in peace and 
friendship with neighbour. States. 
That is the basis of our growing 
and. deepening ties with all free- 
dom-loving countries,” Stalin said. 


“The Soviet people hate the 
German invaders, not because 
they are people of a foreign 
nation, but because they have 
brought to our people and to all 
freedom-loving peoples count- 
less miseries and sufferings. We 
have a saying: ‘ People kill wolves 
not because they are grey, but 
because they eat sheep.’ 
“ It is no accident that the

LATEST developments. on the 

Western front, where, accord- 
ing to the: Allied communiqué, 
“excellent progress” has been 
made, were summarised 
night as follows:— 


British and Canadian troops have 
established a 40-mile line along 
the River Maas; 


Field-Marshal Model has with- 
drawn most of the remnants of 
his 15th Army, except for three 
small “ pockets”; 


The Germans have blown up the 
great Moerdijk bridges, and 
their resistance south of the 
Lower Rhine has nearly ended; 


On Walcheren, the British have 
battled their way into the 
suburbs of Middelburg; 


The U.S. 1st Army south-east of 
Aachen is meeting increasing 
German resistance, and many 
counter-attacks were made yes- 
terday. 


Model conducted the withdrawal 
well, and, by strong rearguard 
actions, managed to prevent his 
troops from 1:ing cut off. He has 
obviously succeeded in extricating 
the bulk of his forces, and probably 
a large percentage of his guns and 
vehicles. The withdrawal is still 
going on from three “ pockets” 
south of the Maas—at Willemstad, 
Moerdijk and west of . Hertogen- 
bosch. 

The Germans are digging defence 
systems .along various rivers and 
islands which separate the Allies 
from Rotterdam, 15 miles north of 
Willemstad. 

Progress on Walcheren continues 
slow. The Germans are being edged 
ba. relentlessly on the eastern side 
of the island, and in the centre the 
suburbs of Middelburg have been 
penetrated. 


Reuter’s Special Correspondent 
with the British troops outside 
Middelburg writes:— 

The troops besieging this uneasy 
capital of Zeeland are fighting what 
they call “the wettest wdr in the 
world.” Infantrymen are engaged in 
the nearest thing to naval warfare 
yet seen here. The chances of being 
drowned in the floods are nearly as 
great as the chances of being shot. 

Jeeps have been abandoned for 
boats, -particularly on the eastern 
side of Middelburg. Many troops 
are paddling to their billets ,which 
are usually in the top storeys of

Bitter “see-saw” fighting con- 
tinues in the American Ist Army 
area south-east of Aachen, and 
patrols are reported active along the 
whole U.S. 3rd Army front. 

The Germans yesterday moved up 
the strongest artillery concentration 
on the Hurtgen front, south-east of 
Aachen. The battle continued with 
many German counter-attacks, one 
of which temporarily drove the 
American forces out of the posi- 
tions in the small town of Vosse- 
nack, on the eastern edge of the 
forest. i 

With the aid of Lightning and 
Thunderbólt fighters the Americans 
recovered their positions. They have 
not yet regained the town of 
Schmidt, lost on Saturday, and tank 
battles are still going on. 

Thirty-eight Lightnings bombed 
and strafed German troop concentra- 
tions in the German village of 
Bergstein, two miles ‘north-east of 
Vossenack, and left several acres of 
pine forest ablaze. What happened 
to the Germans entrenched in the 
blazing forest is problematical. 

An American Staff officer said that 
the massin 
partly confirmed the report that 
General Brandenberger, the former 
artillery expert, is now leading the 
Germans in the Hurtgen Forest 
battle.

ROPOSALS for reforms in 

Eire’s health services which 
have been put before the Minister 
for Local Government and Public 
Health by the Council -of the 
Medical Association of Eire, it is 
understood, contain no surprises for 
the Department’s advisers. These 
Officials, it is believed, have been 
working on a health scheme for 
some time, and the Department 
has certain draft proposals, which 
probably will be the basis of 
legislation in the near future. 

It is known that the Minister, 
Mr. MacEntee, favours the establish- 
ment of a separate Ministry and the 
appointment of a Minister to deal 
exclusively with national health 
matters. 

Further details of the health 
insurance scheme for Dublin 
suggested by the Council of the 
Medical Association, and outlined 
in the /rish Times yesterday, show 
that the Association believes that 
participation in the scheme ought 
to be compulsory. It is designed for 
all workers between the grade likely 
to patronise the dispensaries and 
those earning £400 a year, contribu- 
tions to be graded according to 
earnings. 

The way in which this scheme 
would work can be imagined by 
taking the example of any of the 
large, newly-built’ areas of Dublin, 
such as Crumlin, which is served 
now by. dispensary doctors and 
private practitioners. Nearly all the 
residents would come under the

scheme, and rigid rules would be 
made to limit the number of 
insured persons to be treated by 
any one doctor. 

Health centres would be established 
and the doctors encouraged to 
roup their efforts and knowledge 
or the better administration of the 
scheme. 

While the Association believes 
that the Dublin hospitals ought to 
be co-ordinated to the _ fullest 
degree, it suggests that this should 
be done without infringing the 
charters of the different institutions 
or interfering with. their internal 
administration. It is suggested that 
the hospitals be graded, and in 
Grade Il that county hospital staff- 
ing be increased at the discretion 
of the Health Council. 

The conditions of service in these 
hospitals would be made sufficiently 
attractive to ensure highly qualified 
men taking the posts, 

Further - plannin would be 

necessary to establish a system 
of liaison between all the hospitals, 
and the out-patient departments 
would need to be reorganised. 
' Services for the safeguarding of 
children’s health, in the opinion of 
the Association, are in need of great 
expansion, as one-third of the 
population falls into the early age 
groups. it is suggested that an im- 
provement in school medical ser- 
vices would he made if local 
medical practitioners were recruited 
as inspectors,

Surplus of Engineers 


The Institution of Civil Engineers of 
Ireland was one of the first to re- 
cognise, as training for the profession 
of a civil engineer, the courses 
followed in the engineering school of a 
University, as distinguished from the 
pupilage or apprenticeship system 
hitherto solely prescribed, said Mr. 
P. J. Raftery, B.E., in his presidential 
address at last night’s meeting of the 
institution, held at 35 Dawson street, 
Dublin. 

At present, he continued, 78 per 
cent, of corporate institution 
members held University degrees in 
engineering, placing the Institution of 
Civil Engineers of Ireland paramount 
in this respect among engineering 
societies of established repute 

There was, he said, a surplus of 
engineers and persons educated for 
the engineering profession were obtain- 
ing positions in. other. walks of life. 
The institution held that these persons 
were entitled to do so and that the 
positions were all the better filled by 
reason of that education.and training. 

Mr. Raftery said he hoped that it 
would soon be possible to establish a 
higher diploma of civil engineering to 
be awarded to corporate members who 
passed a test after practising not less 
than five years. |

Lord Moyne’s death followed 
repeated attempts to save his life by 
an operation extracting a bullet 
from the abdomen, blood trans- 
fusion and penicillin. 

Lord Moyne was returning from 
his office to his house for luncheon 
when he was shot at by the two 
men, who had, apparently, hidden 
themselves in his residence. He was 
immediately removed to hospital, 

Both assailants were arrested after 
one had been shot and. wounded 
by an Egyptian police constable. 
They carried revolvers,: which they 
emptied in the direction of the car. 
Under the stream of bullets, Lord 
Moyne fell wounded néar the steps 
leading to his house. The chauffeur 
collapsed over the driving wheel. 


THREE ARRESTS 


The assailants attémpted to escape 
on bicycles, but the driver of a 
British military ar®bulance, who saw 
the shooting, pulled -his’ vehicle 
across the road and blocked the way 
to one of the assailants, who was 
quickly arrested. It was stated last

BORN IN DUBLIN 


The third son of the first Earl of 
Iveagh, he was born in Dublin. 

Lord Moyne had a narrow esca 
in August, 1933, when his. yacht 
struck an uncharted rock the 
coast of Galway, and went down. 
Lord and Lady Moyne and their 
guests and the crew escaped by 
boat. 

He had been in Cairo as British 
Resident Minister only since 
January last. He was 64, and one 
of Britain’s richest men and one of 
its most untiring public servants. 
Since the age of twenty, when he 
went to the South African War, he 


had served the nation well in many / 


ways. 

He was raised to the peerage 12 
ears ago, after serving as M.P. 
or Bury St. Edmunds since 1907. 
He entered the Cabinet soon after 
the outbreak of war as Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Minister 
of Agriculture, becoming Minister 
for the Colonies early in 1941, and 
Deputy Minister of State in the 
Middle East in 1942. 
_ He did much preliminary work 
in connection with the Bulgarian 
armistice, and on September Ist 
was appointed a British representa- 
tive to the Bulgarian armistice 
talks.—(Reuter.)

INCE the season of 1938-39 

Three Rock Rovers have played 
an important role in Irish club 
hockey, for by winning the Irish 
Cup in that campaign they registered 
their first big success over a long 
period of years, In the same 
season they tied with Corinthians 
for the Leinster Senior League, but 
were beaten in the play-off.

The season’s musical recitals at the 
Royal Dublin Society opened yester- 
day, when two concerts were given by 
the Dublin String Orchestra, conducted 
by Miss Terry O’Connor. Opening 
wih an arrangement by Constant 
lambert of “ The Power of Music,” 
by Boyce, the erchestra caught an 
appealing atmosphere of contempla- 
tion. A somewhat heavy tone was 
lightened by the happy treatment of 
ihe centre section. In the familiar Aria 
on G String, by J. S. Bach, there was 
a good singing tone, even if the first 
Violins were cloudy. There was, how- 
ever, some beautiful support from: the 
inner parts, and Miss O'’Connor’s 
direction of the work was in exquisite 
taste. The Scherzo from Mendelssohn’s 
Octet in E flat provided a good con- 
last with its sprightly grace.

The rendering of the Concerto in 
D° minor for Piano and String 
Orchestra, by J. S. Bach, was not as 
happy as it might have been.

THE NATION’S HEALTH 


Some few months ago Mr. Sean 
MacEnfee hinted—hinted “quite 
strongly—at the formation of a 
separate Ministry of Public 
Health. The reform was long 
overdue. It has been an 
anachronism for many years that 
the same department which is 
responsible for the maintenance 
of roads, the provision of water 
and fire-fighting services, and the 
conduct of local elections should 
be simultaneously in charge of 
the manifold complexities of 
public health. The task is too 
great for any one Minister and any 
one department; and so much is 
reflected in the body of com- 
plaints which has been raised 
against a whole succession of 
Ministers since the Irish Eree 
State came into being. Un- 
fortunately, the Minister’s hint— 
which would have given wide- 
spread satisfaction two years 
earlier—came just too late. The 
whole position had been altered 
by the publication of Sir William 
Beveridge’s plan for the reforma- 
tion of Great Britain’s health 
services under a Minister of Social 
Security. The average citizen is 
not so logical as to recognise that 
what may be practicable for a 
Great Power of 45,000,000 people 
is not necessarily practicable for 
a small nation of 3,000,000; and 
thousands of Irish citizens at once 
proceeded to ask themselves: 
“ Why should Ireland not adopt 
a similar scheme?” So far as it 
related to the public health, the 
Beveridge plan—recently adopted 
in essence by the British Govern- 
ment—afforded a complete and 
comprehensive service, embracing 
every man, woman and child. In 
these © circumstances, the great 
mass of doctors would become, in 
effect, State servants. Private 
practice would not disappear; but 
the dice inevitably would be 
loaded against its continuance— 
for how many people would pay 
extra for private treatment if they 
already were entitled to equally 
effective treatment by virtue of 
their contributions? 

Naturally, most people in 
Great Britain responded eagerly 
to the Beveridge plan — its 
auther’s “ ovation” in the House 
of Commons a few days ago is 
evidence enough of that fact. Not 
unnaturally, perhaps, the medical 
profession gave it a cooler re- 
ception. Doctors were not in love 
with a system which would sub- 
stitute a salary for fees; they had 
a genuine belief in the humanity 
of the “family doctor,” as com- 
pared with the detachment of a 
State servant; but, when once the 
Beveridge plan was published, it 
was too late to do anything other 
than to protest. Here in Ireland, 
as it is natural to presume, many 
doctors have watched the march 
of events in England with anxious 
eyes. For some time past 
the Medical Association of Eire 
has been preparing a scheme for 
the reform of health services, 
which would involve substantial 
changes — including the creation 
of a separate Ministry of Health 
—but would maintain, in large 
degree, the private status of the 
doctors, and would not go nearly 
so far as the Beveridge plan in 
the direction of State control. 
This scheme was summarised in 
our columns yesterday. For the 
poorest classes of the population 
it urges a vastly improved dis- 
pensary system; for the ‘inter- 
mediate class, earning up to £400 
a year, it recommends an insur- 
ance scheme, with a sliding scale 
of payments; the recipients of 
higher incomes will have recourse, 
as at present, to the private 
doctor or surgeon. This is only 
the basis of the plan. It provides 
also for the grading and co- 
ordination of the hospitals, for 
the overhaul and improvement of 
all existing services, and for the 
establishment of a Health Council 
—embodying a majority 
doctors —to advise the Minister 
for Health. 

If—like the Minister’s hint— 
this scheme had been projected 
in the pre-Beveridge days, it 
would have stood a high chance 
of acceptance, and even of 
applause. It has come, however, 
too late: Ireland’s outlook, like 
England’s, has changed. Only a 
few weeks ago the Bishop of 
Clonfert issued his now famous 
plan of social security, which— 
closely approximating to the 
Beveridge plan—goes infinitely 
farther than the Medical Associa- 
tion’s compromise between the 
old system, or lack of system, 
and full State responsibility. In 
fact, there is only one fundamental 
difference between Beveridge and 
the Bishop. The former places 
the whole structure of national 
health directly under a Minister 
of State; the latter would prefer 
it to be maintained by an aug- 
mented National Health Insur- 
ance Society, with a Minister in 
“remote control.” Actually, the 
difference is merely that betweem 
one bureaucratic body and 
another. Our main point is, how- 
ever, that the “ Dignan plan” is 
bound to have captured the 
public imagination, to the detri- 
ment of the doctors’ scheme. 
Even if it is not accepted in 
detail by the Government, we 
believe that the cross-Channel 
example alone is sufficient to 
mark out some similar scheme 
as the model for post-war health 
services in this country. The 
doctors’ scheme was good enough 
for 1930; can it be possibly good 
enough for 1950? [It rests with 
the Go nt to decide. Mr. 
MacEntee already has indicated 
that the Government had not 
sought the “Dignan plan,” and 
Mr. Derrig, the Minister for

_. WATER, SEWAGE AND FIRE. 


SERVICES

ATER under control is one of | 
man’s best friends. Out of 
control it can be his _ ruthless 
enemy, destroying his crops and 
devastating his countryside. To con- 
trive that sufficient supplies of suit- 
able quality may be in the right 
place at the right moment presents 
the engineer the public adminis- 
trator with many very difficult 
problems. The right place may be 
the storage reservoir, the distributing 
tank, the kitchen tap or the fire- 
fighter’s hydrant. Wrong places are 
the thousands of acres of agricul- 
tural lands which are regularly 
destroyed by the flood waters of our 
rivers, and which now are to be 
dealt with by a National Arterial 
Drainage Authority. The way in 
which these flood waters might be 
collected, stored and usefully re- 
distributed suggests some nn 
poselbilitiee that cannot be di 
n this brief contribution, 


PRESSURE SUPPLIES 


On this occasion I propose only 
to suggest a. few practical means 
ich water supplies might so 
be collected, treated, impounded 
and distributed as to serve the | 
varied needs of public sanitation, of 
fire-fighting bodies and, not least im- 
rtant, of village and farmers’ 
ouseholds. 

From the accompanying table it 
will be seen that 149 of our towns 
and villages—many of which have 
populations upwards of 5 are

pump and well supplies, and, conse- 
quently, that they still must resort to 
the midden and open cesspool for 
the disposal of sewage. 


Public and private sanitation, as 
well as household convenience, 
clearly indicates the need of 
pressure supplies to such towns 
and rural settlements. In most, 
if not all, of these cases the 
remedy lies either in the col- 
lection, storage and distribution of 
supplies from local sources, or in 
the provision of supplies from 
national or regional water “grids.” 


REGIONAL “ GRIDS ” 


In many cases—notably in the 
Dublin,* Wicklow, 
Kildare and parts of Meath—sup- 
plies might be derived more 
efficiently and cheaply from a 
regional network than from a 
number of independent sources and 
distributing systems. Already plans 
exist for the extension of Poula- 
houca supplies to large areas in 
North County Dublin. As less 
than half of the planned output of 
Poulaphouca is at all likely to be 
required to supplement supplies 
from Roundwood—to meet metro- 
politan requirements—for many 
years to come, it is suggested that 
the smaller towns which lie, say, 
within a radius of 30 miles from the 
city should be fed frm the 
Poulaphouca reservoir. i 

In the absence of exhaustive 
records oí rainfalls, geological 
formations and other phenomena, 
it is not possible to specify other 
sources from which regional sup- 
plies could best be derived; but 
much of the necessary data will, 
no doubt, become available 
when the Electricity Supply Board 
has completed the hydrometric sur- 
veys that now are being made. In 
that connection it seems reasonable 
to suggest that the provision of re- 
gional “grids” should be con- 
sidered as adjuncts to all hydro- 
electric storage reservoirs. 


HOMESTEAD SUPPLIES 


Next in importance to the provi- 
sion of regional distribution net- 
works is the question of how small 
isolated villages and ual home- 
steads may most economically be 
provided with services of piped 
water. One solution has already 
been outlined in the E.S.B. “ White 
Paper,” and in last week's Irish 
Times’ article on rural electrifica- 
tion. 


There can be no doubt that the 
small electrically-operated pump, 
with a pipe connection to a con- 
venient well or spring, would fur- 
nish an ideal means of “bringing 
ample supplies to the isolated 
farmhouse and its out-buildings. 
Very small and inexpensive under-

matter for the public administrator 
and the specialist in fire-fighting 
equipment. Nevertheless, the pro- 
vision of ample, and readily 
accessible, water supplies is essential 
to any effective system of fire- 
fighting whether it be local, regional 
or national in its scope. The 
engineer’s problem is to ensure that 
sufficient quantities are to be had in 
the right place at the right moment. 
That problem can be considered 
under two main headings. The first 
is how to bring supplies from their 
sources to potential danger points. 
The second is how to provide for 


| the storage of adequate quantities at, 


or near, those danger points. 
RESERVES 


As in the cases of water for public 
sanitation or household purposes, 
the sources of water for use by fire- 
fighters may be the regional 
reservoir, the local river or the 
neighbouring spring. In all cases, 
the capacity of the local storage tank 
and hydrant would be determined 
by two principal factors—the rate at 
which its contents would be 
discharged in emergencies, and the 
rate at which it coud be refilled 
from regional or from local sources. 
In the nature of things, there can be 
no formula by which to determine 
such proportions between inflows 
and outflows. Each case would 
have to be judged separately; but in 
every case the rule should be that 
estimates of capacity should con- 
siderably exceed estimates of 
possible demand, 


THE COST 


Very important questions arise 
when we .come to consider the 
types, the sizes, the locations, and 
the possible costs of local storage 
tanks. 


On such questions I must be 
satisfied to suggest that such tanks 
should be of the covered under- 
ground concrete type; that they 
should be situated as near as pos- 
sible to groups of commercial and 
residential buildings, to public 
institutions, and factories of any 
considerable size. In all cases, 
inflows should be automatically 
controlled to ensure that tanks 
would remain full. 


As to the cost of tanks and 
supply pipes, all that need be said 
is that many hundreds could te 
built at less than the amount of the

CO-OPERATION 


From Mr. G. H. C. Crampton 


Mr. Orpen gives excellent reasons 
in: his article of October 24th, 1944, 
why some form of planning for 
agriculture is absolutely essential if 
the farmers in particular and the 
nation as a whole are to prosper. 
Among his practical suggestions as 
to both the purpose and the form 
of a co-ordinated plan for an 
industry which employs half our 
workers, Mr. Orpen writes the fol- 
lowing:— i 

“To ensure efficient production, 
some system of co-operative farm 
grouping will be necessary, as 
successful working can be obtained 
far more easily by willing co- 
operation than by compulsion from 
above.” se 

May I suggest, for what it is 
worth, a scheme I have previously 
put forward to achieve co-operation 
in farming:—  . 

Let the State give temporary aid 
to agriculture by guaranteeing for a 
period of, say, ten years attractive 
subsidies for first quality products 
when these products are produced 
and sold through the agency of co- 
operative societies, which are 
organised to meet the requirements 
of the new agricultural policy. The 
subsidies to be just sufficiently 
attractive to stimulate mew co- 
operative societies into existence. 

These subsidies to be granted on 
condition that the benefitting co- 
operative establish a community 
centre to contain, besides various

Many new co-operative societies 
will have to come into being before 
we can hope for any appreciable 
results. 

The State can easily control the 
rate of growth of the new co-opera- 
tive societies through the value of 
the guaranteed subsidies. 

I ‘believe that the “equitable 
price structure” for agricultural 
produce sought by Mr. Orpen 
would be achieved by co-operative 
effort, stimulated by prudent sub- 
sidy. : This would create oppor- 
tunities for employment in rural 
areas, not dirsctly on the land, but 
in the production of the many 
consumer goods, services and 
capital _ required for co- 
operative farming. 

The State must provide security 
of tenure for efficient farmers or 
groups of farmers. 

It would be of value to ‘know 
from farmers if it is true that in- 
security of tenure 1s general. If
